THat the great Batama River from above Tangda 
Warm^ being a place from wlience the faid lii- 
ver receiveth the greateft part of its wacer, is ftopt 
up, or covered with Earth from the falii Hills, till 
beyond the tlii! Tfyoufpokitful ^ fo that the place 
where the tliver had its courfe formerly, was not co 
be feen^ 

That far beyond the Hill T^pufpokitsjil^ towards 
Batmm^ the Water comes forth again frotii under the 
Eartii , which is fank down, but thick and niuddyj 
paffiag over and thorow the^Trees, wherewithclie Ri- 
ver formerly was ftopt up. 

That the Trees lying in the River are of a fpecial 
bignefs, and fo clofe packt together, that it is JiDpoi- 
fible to conceive how they came fo. 

That from the Mountams fcituated near the begin- 
ning of the Batavkit River, called by the JavaMums 
Smg0-t/mlmmg^ Cqvqii Hills are funk down, i//x* 5 
on this jSde, and 2 on the other. But that the Mouat, 
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irom whence the River hath alfo its foiircej above 
Takga War-mi', v^ithin the Mountains Terhckti, am 
not liink do^vn, nor have received any dam-ige. 

That the r^^^^r^^/g Rivqr, called by the Natives 
Smgkj Sedaf/j^_ is alio ftopt up, and co\'ered with 
Earth, from the Hill and Branch Salack to the River 
Amum^ and from thence to Trngarmt^ being filled up 
with Trees, biJt not in fuch a great quantity ^ nor fo 
clofe together, as in the BMmmn River. That on 
this fide the Tmgdran River, 9 are funk down by the 
Earthquake, and that 7 Branches, that had formerly 
their iilue m the River Tangarm^ are alfo covered with 
Ea^rth 5 but that -5 other Hills, lying alfo on this fide 
of the fame River, and called Minjan^ Dmw. and 
Kasficht^ had not fiiftained any damage, whereby the 
Branches Antm and Kaniki^ the latter into the firft 
branch,, and the firft into the River Tangarafx^ have 
kept their courfe. And that the Hill Oudjong teboe^ 
being called alfo Sedani^ from whence the Tangaran 
River Iiad its fource, is not funk down or hurted. It 
is alfo obferved in the Tmgara'n River, at the place 
where it is ftopt up with Trees, that the defcending 
Water being thick and muddy, went backward with a 
motion not unlike the Waves of the Sea, when mo- 
ved by a Tempeft. 

That the high Lands between the Batavian and 
Tangaran Rivers, behind the old Court of the Jacca- 
tra Kings, called ^akkp'^ang^ having been a great 
Wood, is changed after the Earthquake into a great 
and open Field, v/holly deftitute of Trees, the farface 
of the Ground being covered with a line red clay^ 
fuch as the Mafons ufe here ; which in fome places 
was as hard that it could eudure the treading and go- 
ing upon it, and in other places m^n did fink above a 
foot into it. That at the place of the old Court cal- 
led Fackowangy fituated between the Batavian and 



mgamfi^ Rivets, HD otiier damages tetli lceiiifee% 
htn that the Land thereaboots hath beem feot md di-^ 
Tided afunder with great clefts more than a foot wide: 
but that the Pviver Tftcome^, proceeding from a Pit or 
Well in the aforefaid Court of Vackowmg^ and run- 
ning a great way under ground, and then coming 
forth again, taking its courfe towards Ank^^ had no'i 
received any harm, biit kept its courfe uninterrupted. 

That the Tommagon Porba Nata in his going to- 
wards the Mountains, had beard a Noife like unto 
Thunder 5 and fearing that a finking down of tfae 
Ground, or an eruption of Water would follow, he 
had ftood ftiil with thofe that were about Mm^ 
and feen afterwards that the Earth from the top of 
the Mountains funk down ^ and that hearing no fur- 
ther noife, he went on his journey, having in going 
and coming back fpent nineteen days by the way, and 
felt forty times an Earthquake : And that fince his 
return from the Mountains, lie had felt the like {ha-- 
kings two hundred and eight times.

eat Sow-thiftles,and divers other Herbs as greedily, du. 
ring the time his .m^m?* lafted , as the Beafts that are 
wont to ufe fuch food 5 and all he could get was lit- 
tle enough to fatisfy his hunger. I s m told he voided 
divers Worms as long as an ordinary Tobacco-pipe, 
and fome of thtm bigger .about 'than the fliank of a 
common Tobacco-pipe is. After which his Appetite 
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
